The Farm has not sustained itself, as will be seen by the 
report. The stock has been increased. The invoice of 
provisions is much larger. 

We have been well pleased with the management of 
Mr. & Mrs. Strong in their respective duties the past ° 
year, and state as a result of their good management, that 
138 lbs. of butter have been sold from the dairy the past 
season ; 150 loads of muck dug and hauled to a conven- 
ient place for use ; 35 rods of ditch dug and 15 rods of 
wall built. We have thought it expedient to secure their 
services for another year, for $190.00.

REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTER. 


District No. 1—This school was taught by Miss Han- 
nah E. Hardy during the summer, and made commenda- 
ble improvement in the several branches taught. The 
closing examination indicated that all had received their 
due share of the teacher’s attention, which scene was also 
enlivened by the reading of several well written composi- 
tions from the pens of the larger scholars. No. of visits 
by citizens and others, 29. Charlotte T. Ford was nei- © 
ther absent or tardy during the term. The winter term 
was under the instruction of Mr. James Moore, whose 
reputation as a successful teacher was well sustained by 
his efforts in this school. ‘The larger scholars in this 
school stand high in the rank of common school scholars, 
but a large portion of the younger scholars are not pro- 
portionally well advanced, and should receive the constant 
care of their parents as well as teachers. No. of visits by 
citizens and others, 18. 


District No. I—The summer term was under the in- 
struction of Miss §. Augusta Putnam, whose discipline, 
though not coercive, was calculated to win the affections 
of her scholars and succeeded well in this school. The 
majority exhibited a good degree of improvement at the 
close of theterm. No. of visits by citizens and others, 29. 

The winter term by Mr. Caleb Richardson is still in 
progress. The teacher states that it has been his aim to 
guide his pupils in the use of their own faculties, rather 
than merely to impart knowledge ; which is the true the- 
ory of teaching. ‘The school is characterized by an ac- 
tive, inquiring manner, which shows that with many the 
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teacher has been successful. The citizens of this district 
are very much in want of a new school house—the present 
‘one being so dilapidated as to be no longer fit for winter 
“use. 

District No. [1I—There was but one term of school 
in this district, and that was taught by Mr. Daniel Gage. 
Your committee having been prevented by sickness from 
visiting this school a second time is unable to report its 
success from personal knowledge. The school is still in 
progress. Mr. Gage has, however, gained the reputation 
of laboring earnestly for the good of his pupils, and they 
‘are making good improvement. The parents of this dis- 
‘trict should consider well the irregularity and want of 
punctuality in the attendance of their scholars upon the 
-school. 


District No. IV.—Thbe summer term was under the 
tuition of Miss Ermina H. Pollard, who manifested a great 
degree of energy and rare tact in discharging her arduous 
duties as teacher of this school. The good order, inter- 
est, and lively attention at the close, indicated that this to 
the scholars had been a profitable term. Martina Gree- 
ley was neither absent or tardy during the term. No. of 
visits by citizens and others, 59. 

The winter term was commenced by Mr. Everett Hoyt, 
who, after nine days labor, became disheartened and aban- 
doned his charge. In explanation it may be said that Mr. 
Hoyt had no correct idea of the task which he undertook, 
having had no experience either as teacher or scholar in 
the common country school. ‘The term was recommenc- 
ed by Mr. Isaac D. Colburn, and gave unusually good 
promises of a pleasant and profitable term, but unfortu- 
nately Mr. Colburn was taken sick at the end of the first 
week and obliged to resign his position, ‘The term was 
commenced again by Mr. David Weston, and continued 
for a little more than five weeks with fair success. The 
order sustained was about an average for this school; the 
degree of thoroughness and, consequently, actual improve- 
ment rather better than usual. Georgina Gillis and Charles 
C. Fulton, were neither absent or tardy. Visits by citi- 
zens and others, 45. 


District No. V.Miss S. Frances Greeley taught the 
summer term with a good degree of success. The regis- 
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ter indicates that pupils and parents were truly interested 
in the school, and the examination showed that the form- 
er had improved their time. Roxanna M. Burnham, Re- 
becca S. Hamblet, L. Nettie Smith, Lovina F. Smith, Sa- 
rah E. Smith, Arvilla Hamblet and Franklin Smith, are 
reported neither absent or tardy. No. of visits by citizens: 
and others, 61. 

The winter term by Miss Mary C. Whittemore ap- 
peared to be both pleasant and profitable ina high degree ; 
and where all did well, perhaps a class in Colburn’s Arith- 
metic and another in geography deserve particular no- 
tice. ‘Through the efforts of the prudential committee, 
Mr. Eli Hamblet, a set of outline maps were procured for 
the school during the last term. Rebecca S. Hamblet, 
Edwina M. Greeley, and Belmont J. Cross were neither 
absent or tardy. Visits by citizens and others, 12. 


District No. VI—The summer term taught by Miss 
S. Maria Thomas was one in which a strict attention to 
the studies pursued, formed the guiding rule of action and 
consequently a very good degree of thoroughnesss attain- 
ed. The order much above mediocrity ; the attendance 
unusually punctual. Fannie H. Marsh, 8. Cordelia Sen- 
ter, Emma S. Sargent, Helen Thomas, Mary E. Cross, 
Emogene Thomas, Hattie E. Woods, Angenette Thomas, 
and Lucy A. Stiles, are reported neither absent or tardy. 
No. of visits by citizens and others, 43. 

The winter term taught by Mr. Warren P. Searles was, 
indeed, a failure. Mr. 8. under his examination appear- 
ed to lack in nothing but experience ; but having the mis- 
fortune to engage for his ‘‘first school’ one in which none 
but a teacher of well tried ability and ready tact is likely 
to succeed, before he came to understand well his duties, 
a prejudice was formed against him which it was impossi- 
ble for him to overcome, and in consequence he also gave 
up his school. Emogene Thomas is reported neither ab- 
sent or tardy. No. of visits by citizens and others, 13. 


District No. VIE—The school in this district was 
taught by Miss Louisa A. Haselton. Miss H. pursued a 
course of thorough rudimental instruction, which was 
much needed by the scholars in this district, and which 
must be followed by beneficial results. A gratifying | in- 
crease of interest was manifested in the school, both by 
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parents and pupils, by an increased number of visits and 
a greater regularity of attendance; though in this last 
there is still room for improvement. 

The citizens of the district manifested their good taste 
by putting a set of blinds upon their school house the past 
summer. Olive M. Seavey, in the summer, and D. Wal- 
ter Andrews, in winter, were neither absent or tardy.— 
No. of visits by citizens and others in summer, 73; in 
winter, 34. 

District No. VII—The summer term was taught by 
Miss Ellen M. Shattuck, and was by no means as success- 
ful as its commencement gave reasons to expect. Miss 
Shattuck appeared to enter upon her work with a good 
deal of spirit and interest, which, for some reason which 
it will not be attempted to explain here, appeared to be 
lost in a measure before the close of the term and the evil 
results can be well understood. It may be proper to add, 
that every scholar is reported as being tardy, and some of 
the larger attended but a small part of the term. No. of 
visits by citizens and others, 18. 

The winter term was taught by Miss Abbie A. Wilson 
with unusual ability and success. Miss Wilson’s course 
was characterized by a firm self-reliance, and a strict ad- 
herence to the principle of thorough instruction, which 
could not fail to render the very short term a profitable 
one to the scholars. Edith A. Cross, Julia A. Cross, Ella 
A. Flanders, Adaliza P. Hills, Orlando G. Hills, Martin 
L. Smith and Edgar S. Smith, are reported neither ab- 
sent or tardy. Visits by citizens and others, 10. 


District No. [X.—The summer term by Miss Mary J. 
Andrews, was truly a popular term, as was shown by the 
great punctuality of attendance and lively interest, and 
where these are prominent characteristics, good improve- 
ment can scarcely failasaresult. Hattie E. Putnam, Lu- 
cinda IF’. Batchelder, Julia A. Batchelder, E. Agnes Nich- 
ols, Sarah T. Putnam, Angeline R. Batchelder, Ella F. 
Woods, Emma E. Woods, Julia H. Marshall, Francena 
i. Jones, E. Jennie Marshall, N. Eugene Jones, Addison 
P. Kidder and Frank B. Marshall, are reported neither 
absent or tardy. Visits by citizens and others, 96. 

The winter term by Mr. Abel Fletcher, a teacher of 
much experience, though not as popular, was still a useful 
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term. Mr. A.’s method of teaching was well calculated 
to cultivate habits of attention and thoroughness, neces- 
sary everywhere, especially so in this school. Addison 
P. Kidder was neither absent or tardy. Visits by citizens 
and others, 7. 


District No. X.—Miss Marietta L. Marsh taught the 
summer school which though quite small was pleasant and 
very punctually attended and consequently successful.— 
The fact of supporting a school for the benefit of so few, 
shows the interest ofthe parents in the education of their 
children. Loraine Cross and Charlie Baldwin, were nei- 
ther absent or tardy. Visits by citizens and others, 30. 

The winter term was taught by Miss S. Frances Gree- 
ley, and although events for a time conspired to render 
the teacher’s situation somewhat unpleasant, her course 
ultimately won the approbation of both parents and pupils ; 
and as the teacher reports the latter part of the term unu- 
sually pleasant, we conclude it was likewise profitable.— 
Unfortunately the ill-health of the teacher caused this 
school to close two weeks earlier than expected and with- 
out an examination. George G. Andrews and N. Eu- 
gene Jones, were neither absent or tardy. Visits by citi- 
zens and others, 62. 

Your committee feel sustained in asserting that the suc- 
cess of the summer schools the past year was unusually 
good, with one exception. There has beena greater dif- 
ference,however, in the success of the winter schools, while 
the most have been taught with ability and success two at 
least have been the scenes of unhappy failures, and we 
feel it but just to state that a part of the censure in these 
cases should fall upon us for allowing inexperienced per- 
sons, though otherwise well qualified, to occupy positions 
where experience was so very necessary. 

_ The attendance during the past year has been more 
regular than the year preceding. It is hoped, however, 
that parents and pupils will find room for improvement in 
this particular, as it may be seen by the several registers 
that many scholars do not attend more than two-thirds of 
the number of days of school in their respective districts. 
Besides the branches enumerated in the table and the usu- 
al branches, reading and spelling, Geometry, Philosophy, 
Algebra, Physical Geography, Botany, Physiology, Astron- 
3 
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omy and Book-Keeping have been taught in our schools 
the past year. The list of text books recommended last 
year is recommended this, also, with two exceptions, viz : 
Davis’ Geometry is recommended in place of Greenleaf’s ; 
Well’s Philosophy in place of Comstock’s. 

It is hoped, also, that parents will take an interest in 
providing their scholars with such books as are studied in 
their school and are suitable to the wants of the individual 
scholar, thus helping to avoid as far as possible a great 
number of classes.
